Sparks From Mark 

As you can tell, one of my favorite times of 
the year is Holy Week. It is such a rich time 
in our church year, when we enter fully in the 
heart of our Christian faith, the paschal 
mystery, the life, suffering, death, and 
resurrection of Jesus. It is being open to the 
paschal mystery in our lives that Jesus is able 
to change and transforms the things in our 
own lives which we ourselves cannot change 
in ourselves. 

I would encourage all of us to make the 
"Triduum” liturgy that is the “Three Days.” 
The Triduum is really one liturgy extended 
over three days. Easter Triduum begins with 
the evening Mass of the Lord’s Supper, 
reaches its high point in the Easter Vigil, and 
closes with evening prayer on Easter Sunday. 
The Easter Triduum of the passion and 
resurrection of Christ is thus the culmination 
of the entire liturgical year. What Sunday is 
to the week, the solemnity of Easter is to the 
liturgical year. 

Alexander Schmemann describes the 
importance of the Easter Triduum in this 
way: "even though we are baptized, what we 
constantly lose and betray is precisely that 
which we received at baptism. Therefore 
Easter is our return every year to our own 
baptism, whereas Lent is our own preparation 
for that return—the slow and sustained effort 
to perform, at the end, our own “passage” or 
“pascha” into new life in Christ....Each year 
Lent and Eater are once, again, the 
rediscovery and the recovery by us of what 
we were made through our own baptismal 
death and resurrection. A Triduum 
Sourcebook by LTP. 

I am looking forward to journey with all of 
you through the days of Triduum, may it be a 
graced filled time for all of us, experiencing 
and encountering the transforming work of 
Christ in our lives.

Scripture 

■ The Lord GOD is my help, 
therefore I am not disgraced; I have 
set my face like flint, 
knowing that I shall not be put to 
shame. (Isaiah 50:7) 

■ Indeed, many dogs surround me, a 
pack of evildoers closes in upon 
me; They have pierced my hands 
and my feet; I can count all my 
bones. (Psalm 22:17,18) 

■ Rather, he emptied himself, taking 
the form of a slave, coming in 
human likeness; and found human 
in appearance, he humbled himself, 
becoming obedient to the point of 
death, even death on a cross. 
(Philippians 2:7,8) 

■ Then he took a cup, gave thanks, 
and gave it to them, saying, "Drink 
from it, all of you, for this is my 
blood of the covenant, which will 
be shed on behalf of many 
for the forgiveness of sins. 
(Matthew 26:27,8) 

Reflection 

Only a few more days and Holy 
Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday 
and Easter are here. Take some time 
before the Triduum begins to consider 
your Lenten experience. Consider how 
it started and how it ended and your 
Lenten journey. You have changed but 
in what way? It may be subtle but often 
a subtle difference in prayer, meditation 
or outlook may be the most profound. 
Take this small change and consider 
how to grow with it. Take some time to 
share in the liturgies on Thursday and 
Friday. Then take some time on 
Saturday before the Easter Liturgies are 
celebrated. Nothing happens on 
Saturday until the Easter Vigil. The 
sanctuary is empty. Take this last 
opportunity to stay in the emptiness of 
Lent to meditate one last time ai your 
Lenten journey. Give the Lord the 
empty time to speak to you. Afterwards 
await the fullness of the resurrection and 
the Easter season where a different 
growth occurs. 

Prayer 

God has created me to do Him some 
definite service: He has committed some 
work to me which he has not committed 
to another. I have my mission - I may 
never know it in this life, but I shall be 
told of it in the next. I am a link in a 
chain, a bond of connection between 
persons.
